If the 
clergy should havo a voice in such matters 
for what purpose dolho bishops sit in tho 
House of Lords, except to give cxprcs.sion 
to that voice ? When (he report is pre- 
sented, it must at ouce be taken into con- 
sideration by the Government, and if its 
recommendations appear aatlsfact«ry, no 
time should b > lo.st in giving effect to 
them. At all events, the conn try will 
lose all patience if any fttrtliervaitterapt is 
made to daNy with this important but 
siiiiplc matter by reference to so obsolete 
and 80 utterly impracticable a body as 
Convocation.

A Useful Hint to Tohatob Raiskrs tor 
NixT Y«AR. — Tbe Fronob raise tomatoes by 
tbe following method : As soon as the cluster 
of flowers is visible, the stem is topped dnwo 
to tbe claeter, so that the flowers terminate 
the stem. The effect is, that the aap is im- 
mediulely impelled into the tv^o buds nest 
below the oluetcr, which soon push stionnly 
aod,'',|!rodiiee another baoeh of flowers each. 
When these are' Tisible, Ibe branch to which 
they beloDg is aiio topped ' down to tbeir 
level ; and tbis is done Bre times Bncoeeslvcly. 
By tbifl means ibe plants beoome stoat, dwarf 
bashes, not above 18 ioohea high. In order 
to prevent their falling over, strings or sticks 
tie stretched horizontally along tho rows, so 
KS to keep tbe plants erect. In addition (o 
this, all tho laterals that have no flowers, 
and after the f?(th topping, all laterals wbat- 
Boevcr are nipped oD. In this wny the lipo 
sap is directed into the fruit, which arquire.^ 
a beauty, Bi/.o and ezoellence nnattainablc 
by other means.

Their houses, 
barns and mills had been in many cases 
burned, and their negroes had dispersed, 
but their laud was left to thorn, and they 
lioped to raise from it enough to feed 
their families, and to onablo them 
to live until better times. But they were 
penniless. Tbo negroes, mistrusting thoir 
good faith, were utuvilliiig to work for 
them, and wait until tho sale of tbo crops 
should enable tho proprietors to pay them 
their wages. With great difficulty a 
scanty and ill-managed crop was planted 
late in tho season. It failed to produce 
anything, and the 6rat year was lost. 
This season, tho river, swollen by heavy 
rains, swept away the embankment raised 
to retain it in its chanuol, and which had 
been s- fferod to remain unrepaired during 
tho whole of tho war, and poured its 
waters over a thousand plantations, driv- 
'ng the people from thoir homes, and put- 
ting au end to nil hopes of a crop this 
year. SUrvntiou stares these unhappy 
people iu the face. The few steamboats 
that now come down tho river are huleii 
with corn and pork, brought from the 
North to this impoverished land, which 
oiieo laughed with fatness, and sold at 
oxborhitant prices to those who can buy, 
or doled out as charity to those who nsk 
ask for it. T!ie government, which paid 
7,000,000 f/«.i;!ar3 for llussiau America, 
refused to »,)propriate the one million 
which would have repaired the levco 
along the river, and enabled the 'people to 
raise their crops, and is now compelled to 
expend more than that sum in supplying 
them with food. But litllo cotton and 
less sugar can be rai.sed in all this river 
region this year, audits people, driven 
from their plantations ami comiicllcd to 
eii'orced idleness, have little better to do 
than to broocf over their sorrowa and their 
real or fancied wrongs, and add fresh fuel 
lo tho fire bonoalh the political cauldron 
that is now bubbling lierccly all over tbe 
SoMh.— Correspondent of the Morning 
Post.
